Tliere were two on this ocon- 
sion. one a rieh red male, the other in female dress. The writer 
disc-overed them together at 1 p. m. feeding upon the persistent 
fruit of the snowberry, *S f . rocemosus . It was an interesting sight: 
the birds, and the Clusters of pnrtly withered fruit; the snow- 
eovered ground, and briglit sunlight, making in all a combiuation 
of rare merit.
